Tho Tznex Newcastle-on-Tyne correspondent, 
states thut 4 uanchine gun of a novel character 
has bean inventod by Mr. James Judge, 2 well- 
known enginger, of Newcustle, who thus de: 
seribes it:—''Phe jrun-is a patent contrifugal 
quick-firing machine gun; it is Sit. high, and 
weighs about Sewt. It is intented for a battle- 
ship, earthworks, and garrison purposes, The 
motive power is slectricty, transmitted to a mo- 
tor attached tothe side ef tho gun, The motor 
causes n disc to revolve nt a vary high rate of 
speet, The bullets, which-are introduced into 
the interior of the dise at the axle, travel along 
curves in the interior to the cireumforenes, 
and are thore impelled through-s barrel. Ti 
is claimed that this disc” will rotate, under 
tho influence of the motor, at the rate of 
2,000 revolutions 9 minute, and will cject 
shots from the muzzle of the gun with an 
initial velocity of 2,000ft. per szcond: Que of 
the chief chsractoristics of. the gun. is that 
it will maintain 9 continuous iire. If ne. 
cossary,a shot may be discharyed et overy half 
revolation, but in practice one shot every fourth 
revolution will be found sufficient. The bullece 
aro spherical, and measure 9/16 in. in diameter. 
The following are the resilta of tho-tasts already 
made with the gan :—18,G00 rounds of shot at 
the rate of 9,000 u minate have been discharged 
from the gun. ‘These shots consisted of nickel 
| steel, somo of brass: (a8 used in Franco),- lead, 
and -chilled metal.. It was: tested seven times 
privately ; no “motor was usid; nor is one yat 
attached to. the gun, although tia gun is con- 
etructed for an eloctaie motor, ‘The tests wore 
made by meuna of a belt driven by a stexm on- 
Fine. Under these conditions the velocity re- 
quired, and which itis maintained yn olectricmo- 
tor will produce, was-net, of course, attained, bat 
the prectical working of the gun was fully demon- 
strated. A long ranze could not be had, because 
of the necessity of seerecy, and the testing 
was done in a covered shed.at Blyth Dry Docks. 
A stool target, 3/S2in. thick, was shattored, the 
disc of the gun revolving eta speed of 2,500 
revolutions per minnte. From the penetration 


of 400 yards o penetration ofa similar character 
will be effected of a plate 7/16in, thick under 
the influonco of un electric motor. There is no 
heating of the barrel of the gun because of the 
continuous stroam of cold sir which is impelled 
throngh it by the turning of the disc, The 
diso itself is also free from heatitig om account 
of the apecial bearings.on which it is constract- 
ed. These bearings sre a highly complicated 
mechanical contrivance, aut are similar to those 
used in Pargons’s turbines, which can revelye at 
the> rate: of: 22,000 revolutions s minute, and 
Levall’s motor, which revolves“at the rate’ of 
30,000 revolutions 1 minute.
